An AneiMt Wreck. 


The entire back shore of Cape Coc 


lias changed more the past winter than 
formany years. It Is estimated that 
an average of 100 feet of shore has beei 
washed away between liace Point and 
High Head. 
Four miles east of the 


Itaco light a bluff, forty foot high, has 
disappeared showing the outlines of an 
ancient vessel. About sixty feet of the 
hull-can bo traced. The wreck lies im- 
bedded in sand with her stern under the 
bluff. She was apparently thirty-five 
foot beam. Her upper works have been 
cut away or burned down to the lowei 
deck. The planking is five-inch hown 
live oak, and ceilings the same thick- 
ness. The timbers arc twelve inches 
square. A twenty-foot draught mark 
can be scon on he;1 stem, which is four- 
teen Inches through and three feet two 
inches from wood ends to cut-water. 
The bow planking .was sawed to lit tlio 
curve of the bow. Her style of plank- 
ing and fastening is ncculiar and goes 
to show a stylo of ship carpentry be- 
yond the remembrance of the present 
generation. She is evidently a relic of 
revolutionary days, probably an Eng- 
lish war ship'.

Geneva, N. Y., has begun a much need 
ed work in attempting to examine the 
plants from seeds of named varetics o 
nearly all the various garden vegeta- 
bles) and have already in many Inskin 
ces found from throe to a half-dozci 
different names in use for tho same 
thing among various dealers, and those 
in good standing, too. It is to be hop 
ed that in such cases these dealers wit 
agree upon one name and drop all the 
others, or else publish them, as prison- 
ers at court are named, with the vari- 
ous aliases, that the farmer may know 
what he is ordering. 


In many cases this confusion hns 


arisen from two or more parties trying 
to make a now variety by selecting} 
some accidental variation in color or 
shape, and breeding to that by careful 
.selection, in order to he able to put a 
new kind in the market at a little high- 
er price than tho original variety would 
sell for. This should not be. Snch 
variations should have sonic difference 
in habit of growth, length of season or 
difference in eating or keeping quality 
before it is entitled to a new name or 
an especial honor. 


Before the end of the month it will 


lie necessary to prepare for destroying 
weeds in crops already up. The light 
harrow in the potato field, the garden 
rake in the onion field or among the 
early peas, can he mnde to do good 
work before the hand hoe is used. 
Taken in season they will destroy a 
multitude of little weeds, almost too 
fine to.be seen, but which would have 
attained a considerable size if allowed 
to remain until the rows were plainly 
to be seen, enough to admit of hand 
hoeing. And later the horse hoe can 
bo run close to the rows, if they are 
straightj so as to save much hand labor. 
It is easier to kill a thousand weeds 
one inch high or less, than a hundred 
that have attained a growth of four 
inches. 


Remember that the weed four inches 


high has taken almost as much fertility 
from the soil as would a useful plant of 
the same size. Nor is this all. It has 
taken as much water, and i:i a season 
of drought this is of nearly as much im- 
portance. 


Raise Draft Horses. 


The demand for good grade draft 


horses for heavy work in large cities 
will continue and probably increase. 
The supply is hardly likely to keep up 
with the demnnd unless an increasing 
number of farmers engage in the breed- 
ing of such animals. It is a constant 
source of surprise to us that wide- 
awake, farmers who find that it is not 
profitable to make butter and cheese, 
or to grow wool and mutton, or fatten 
beeves, do not give their attention to 
both draft and road horses, for it seems 
to us that there is room here for intelli- 
gent enterprise. We arc sure there are 
many neighborhoods where a club 
could bo raised for the purchase of 
blooded stallions, from which to breed, 
and such a purchase would inure to 
tho advantage of all concerned. These 
animals are now easily obtained, at 
lower prices than formerly, there being 
large importers and breeders in various 
parts of the country. The Pcrchcron 
and Clydesdale arc two of the chief 
breeds, and the Knglishshire horse is 
not far behind as an improver of draft 
stock,

Agricultural Note* and Hint*. 


Sheep require a variety of food 


form flesh and fat, and unless It Is HIIJ 
plied it is not snpposable that they wi 
grow rapidly enough to prove profit 
hie. Sometimes there will bo two i 
three sheep in a Hock which will n> 
eat well or fatten. Such animals slion 
be culled out without delay, as it is o: 
ly a waste of grain and time to contim 
feeding them longer. 


No waste on the farm is more commo 


or serious than that of tho liquid oxer 
inont of stock. The barnyard union 
well bedded is the receptacle of a vas 
amount of valuable fertilizers whic 
cannot easily bo gathered up. Leak 
doors wash much more, and a hole ui 
dor the stable is as serious almost as i 
tho roof. One of tho advantages of 
basement barn is that it usually has coi 
vcnionces for saving liquid fertilizer 
The liquid excrement of a horse 
worth vastly more as a fertilizer tha 
tho solid excrement from the same an 
mal.

The objection is a true one. Milkin 
thus early keeps the bag in good coi 
dition for secreting and holding milk 
and this habit lasts through life. Bu 
if the bag is neglected with the fire 
calf the damage is equally irreparable. 


The more finely pulverized manure i 


the more effective it will be. This lead 
many farmers to compost everything 
lulling the smaller bulk after fermcnta 
Jon produces better effects than th 
whole applied in tho green state. Bu 
n most cases this fermentatian is ac 
companied by losses of valuable nitro 
[en by evaporation and of mineral plan 
*ood by leaching. Until the 
waste 


rom the manure heap arc better un 
lerstood, and methods are taken tx 
ircvent them, the common practice o 
[rawing manures green from the barn 
"ard will be advisable for average, far 
mers. In tho soil what is lost from tin 
nanure by fermentation is retained foi 
he use of future crops. The immediaU 
Ifect may not be as great as from rot 
en manure, btit it is more lasting.

On thu 4th of March, 1854, the ship 


Canton, of New Bedford, was wrecked 
on a reef in the Pacific Ocean situated 
in ¥ 4.V south latitude, and 178° west 
longitude. The erew gained the shore 
of a sninll barren island, and there sub- 
sisted as host they could for four weeks. 
During this time, in the best procura- 
ble shade, the thermometer denoted a 
temperature of 13o° by day and 94° by 
n!<rht. Long existence there wns out 
of 
the question, nineo their only 


source of supplies was tho wreck of 
their vessel, and it was determined to 
endeavor to reach the King's Mills 
group of islands, some eight hundred 
miles distant. Having procured a very 
limited stock of bread and water, they 
started in four boats, redncing them- 
selves to an allowance of one-half a pint 
of water and half n biscuit per day to 
each man. During the night tho boats 
wore kept together, but in the day-time 
they separated an widely as was prudent 
to increase their clmnces of seeing a sail. 
On their perilous voyage they encoun- 
tered considerable severe weather, and 
passed tlie islands where they intended 
to stop. When at length after a voyage 
of forty-five days, they landed at Sypan 
(one of tbo Tja<lroneR),.not one of their 
number was able to stand. Hero they 
caught birds and Huh, and obtained 'co- 
cuanuts, but no wator, and they again 
started, this time for Tinian, distant 
about thirty miles. 
Arrived off there, 


the commander refused to allow them 
to land, thinking tlieywero pirates. He 
even ordered bis soldiers to lire upon

Inml Hoof. A boat steoror and three 
men wore drowned at the time. The 
survivors landed at Fee joe Islands after 
enduring much Ruffcriiitf. 


In 1840 the ship Lawrence, of 
, 


was lost off the const of Japan, and of 
the entire crew only the .second mate 
and seven men reached the shore alive. 
They were immediately Kcizcd by tlic 
.Japanese and kept for 17 months in the 
most rigorous and barbarous custody, 
in cages, dungeons, huldsof junks, &c., 
and passed from puit to port until they 
reached Nangasaki. On their journey 
they were exposed to all sorts of ill- 
treatment, were threatened, insulted, 
and sometimes cruelly beaten. 
One 


poor fellow who endeavored tn escape 
these brutal captors was cruelly put to 
death. 
At Nangnsjiki the wretched 


remnant were compelled to go through 
the ceremony of trampling on tlie cross 
or a representation of it, in accordance 
with an edict adapted at the time of 
the expulsion of the Portuguese some 
two hundred years before. At the very 
time these atrocities were being perpe- 
trated, the squadron of 
Commodore 


Diddle lay in the harbor of Tcddo, and 
our Government fondly imagined that 
it had made a favorable impression on 
the people of those islands in respect 
to American dignity, moderation and 
power. 


• 
Similar to the experience of the Law- 


rence was that of the Lagoda, of Xcw 
Bedford, also wrecked on these, then 
inhospitable, islands. 
Those of the 
• 
crew who survived the wreck were so 


** inhumanly treated by the Japanese in- 


to whose power they were so unfortu- 
nate as to fall, that one of their num- 
ber in sheer despair relieved himself of 
further torture by taking bis own life. 


Another class of accidents to which 


whalemen seem peculiarly liable, but 
which, because of the rare and vigi- 
lance exercised by the officers and crew, 
is of rare occurrence, is destruction by 
lire. 
When indeed this casualty does 


occur, it is usually the result of some 
circumstance which might occur in any 
vessel. The case of the Cassander, of 
Providence, Ii. i., Henry Winslow com- 
mander, was one of this kind, and its 
narration is given, net so much in il- 
lustration of perils incident to this pur- 
suit, as to record the sufferings of her 
crew on account of that disaster. 


Vessels in the merchant service have 


as a general rule a. certain series of 
courses to steer. They usually make 
the shortest distance from port to port. 
Hence in case of accident to the vessel 
they are in, the crew have only to con-' 
Untie in their course in order to insure 
the most speedy relief. Not so with 
the whaler. Her cruising grounds may 
be hundreds of miles from the tracks 
of merchantmen, nnd she may be a soli- 
tary cruiser on tnat station. Hence the 
destruction of the vessel involves far 
greater risk and possibly privation and 
suffering to the crew. 


The Cassandcr sailed from 
Provi- 


dence on the llttli of November, 1847. 
Nothing worthy of special mention oc- 
curred until thu woniliiKof the 1st of 
May, 1848, between 4 and 5 o'clock, the 
cry of fire was ralftccl. The wind at tlio 
time wan Mowing a moderate gale from 
the north went. All hands wuro fnstaiit- 
ly on deck, and search for tho source 
Mid cause was made. H wwt found thai 
it was raging niostncverely in the Imvei 
hold, apparently near tlio 
foremast, 


where four hnrrclit of tar were known 
to have Iwen stored. Simultaneously 
with thin discovery it was found thai 


two of the crew—majrow from the cout 
of Africa—hid Jumped overboard. One 
of them refusing to uk» Uw rope thrown 
to hlrti by Captain Wltulow, soon sank, 
the other was subsequent!)! nicked tip 
by thu second iimtu's boat. \'I\\e res- 
;ii(!d negro confessed Unit the sliij) had 
been Hied by his drowned companion 
uid himself. 
Their fears of being sold 


uto slavery had been excited, and this 
desperate, act wns performed an » means 
of escaping, through death, that more 
nisurablo fate. 
Before leaping into 


tho s.ca his companion had stabbed him- 
self.) 


Orders were given, and every exertion 


was made to save tho ship, but (lie po- 
sition of tho fire, tho rapidity with 
which it increased, and the density of 
the smoke, rendorod all their efforts 
inavftiiing, and tho means of escape 
jecamo the chief consideration. At- 
tempts were made to procure bread and 
water, but tho smoke in tlic steerage 
was so dense that it was impossible to 
10 so. This circumstance led to tho 
relief that tho ship had been fired nt 
joth ends. Three boats wore now low- 
ered, and in thorn were placed such 
stores as the crow could get at, the 
nautical instruments and some clotli- 
ng, and the burning wreck was aban- 
doned, tho entire crew, save tho drown- 
ed African, numbering in all 2.'i Houls, 
escaping in safely. 


With tlio dawning nf the day they 


:ook 
an inventory of their supplier and 


bund thorn to consist of about ten gal- 
ons of water, fifteen pounds of bread, 
and a small amount of raw meat taken 
rom the harness cask. By the prcvi- 
HIS day's reckoning their position was 
bund to he In latitude 34° 30' south, 
ongitudo 45" SO" west—100 miles from 
.he nearest land. 
The crew were im- 


mediately allowanced to one gill of 
wator and a very small amount of 
liread per day. 
The weather was 


>ad and during the earlier portion of 
their voyage they wore ob'iged to dc- 
>ond upon their oars to make progress 
igainst the head winds. Of course the; 
soon became exhausted, and rowing 
md to ho given up and the sails alone 
were usoa, the uouto being kept as 
loarly as possible in tho direction of 
'and. 


At about 10 o'clock on tho morning 


of the 5th of May, the boats being then 
n latitude 32°, longitude 47°, a sail was 
liscovcrcd. 
All hands immediately 


k to tho oars, and after five hours 


of hard rowing, signals of distress bo- 
ng also repeatedly made, the mate's 
wat came up with the vessel and found 
icr.to he a Spanish brig, 100 days from 
Barcelona, bound to Montevideo. The 
captain of the brig made every effort to 
;et away from the shipwrecked mari- 
nors, and when the mate's boat came 
up would not allow it alongside, but 
[}asttcd the crew a ropo and towed them 
IOMIO distance astern. Whun Captain 
Winslow's boat camo up he slnted to 
the Spaniard, through an interpreter, 
their condition and circumstances, and 
isked permission for his officers and 
;rew 
to go on board, but this was per- 


emptorily refused. 
Equally futile were 


tho endeavors to get him to take them 
to Montevideo or St. Catherine's, or 
even 'one or two days' sail toward land. 
The stony-hearted man, with a refine- 
ment of cruelty entirely foreign to mar- 
atimc men, paid no hoed to their en- 
treaties, nor would he even permit 
thorn the solace they could derive from 
one night's rest and sleep on board bis 
vessel, that they might the better with- 
stand the further fatigues and hard- 
ships in fitoro for them. Against the 
uxjiress wishes of this monster, Captain 
Wmslow .sprang into the main chains 
md aboard the vessel, but tho aid 
which the unfortunates wanted the 
"Spanish captain could not be induced 
to give, and tlie crews of toil-worn,fam- 
ishing, abandoned men proceeded on 
their voyage. Who would not say that 
if the sea, which proved more hospita- 
ble than man, had swallowed up thvso 
miserable men, their blood would have 
Ijccn on the head of Captain Dominick, 


"tho 
brig Alcrcidita? 


The night of the 0th was the most 


|)erilous of their voyage, as the wind 
blew in a succession of heavy »qualls. 
The boats were hove to by making a 
iucffistto the oars and paying them 
nut ahead. In this situation tlioy lay 
until the dawn. From daylight until 
11 o'clock they used their sails, but the 
wind blowing a heavy gale from a 
northeasterly direction they were again 
compelled to heave to. At about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon the captain's 
boat was swamped, but the occupants 
were all roscueu and divided between 
the otlior two boats, liy this accident 
the water and all tbo nautical instru- 
ments it contained were lost, and the 
two remaining boats were so loaded 
that their gunwales were not more than 


or 8 inches out of wator. "In this 


situation," nays tho captain, "we pass- 
ed the night; nothing was beard save 
the awful roaring of the tompcst and 
occasionally, the voices of some of the 
officers and crew offering up a prayer 
to the Almighty Ruler of wind and 
wave for their safety. He heard our 
prayers. 
In the morning the wind 


moderated and the sea was beaten 
down by a heavy shower of rain."— 
From this time they were favored with 
pleasant weather, and on tho 10th of 
Hay they landed near Oonvontua, in the 
province of St. Catherine, in Ilrazil, 
without water and utterly exhausted. 
So much reduced had they become that 
a boaUstcercr was drowned by the cap- 
sizing of the mate's boat, be being too 
weak to extricate himself from the surf. 


It would be easy to greatly extend 


the mournful lists, but those enumerat- 
ed are types of each class of casualties. 
Htill another class appears, however, 
and with this we will pass lo the con- 
sideration of other subjects. 


Among the dangers encountered by 


our whalemen in the Pacific Ocean is 
the serious and insidious tine of the at- 
tacks of the "teredos" or boring worms 
upon the bottoms of their ships. 
The 


least exposed place upon their plank- 
ing where the copper may have become 
chafed off by contact with sunken rocks 
and reefs, without, a thought of danger 
incurred or damage done presenting it- 
self to the mariner, serves as a rallying 
point, for the teredo, and soon the vi- 
cinity of the break becomes boiiey- 
comfied with its habitations, and fortu- 
nate is it for the seaman if a warning 
leak drives them into some haven for 
repairs while yutt.be damage is repara- 
ble. This may be still another plausi- 
ble solution of-that terrible problem of 
•'missing vessels." A noteworthy in- 
stance of the havoc made by these ''toil- 
ers of the sea"' occurred to the ship 
Minerva, lid, of N'cw licdford, ('aptain 
Swain, in J8-;7.
